COUNTESS WILL | 
FIGHT TO FINISH 


Strain of TenDay Battle 
Telling on Vera 


Nervous Exhaustion Forces 
Her to Rest 


Disappointed in Upholding 
.of Ban by Davis 
(BY 4. MIGHT WIRB) 

NEW YORK. Feb. 18—The 
strain of her ten-day battle with 
immigration authorities to gain ad- 
mission to the United States was 
beginning to tell tonight. on Vera, 
Countess of Cathcart. At Ellis 
Island. where she hag been held 
since a epecial board of inquiry or- 
dered her exclusion on grounds of 
moral turpitude, she sald she was 
“utterly exhausted,” and could not 
see any one. 

Mrs. Gordon Carr, a friend who 
has visited the Countess daily, ex- 
pressed concern over her condi- 


tion. 
“The Countess is extremely ner- 
yous and it is absolutely neces- 
that she have quiet,” Mrs. 
Carr said, adding that the Coun- 
tess was lying down in her room, 
her hands swollen from nervous 
exhaustion. 

Meanwhile the British noble- 
woman's lawyers here were pre- 
paring a petition to the United 
States District Cour for a writ of 
habeas corpus which would grant 
her permission to enter the country 
under bond pending court pro- 
ceedings to set aside the immigra- 
tion ban which was upheld last 
night by Secretary of Labor Da- 
vis. If the District Court\ refuses 
to grant the write the case will be 
appealed even to the United States 
Supreme Court, the lawyers: said. 

In an interview with’ reporters 
today the Countess expressed dis- 
appointment at the Labor Secre- 
tary’s action in sustaining the 
recommendation of the board of 
inquiry. She said she had expect- 
ed that the government “would 
consider the human elements and 
not only the terrible severity of 
the law.” She said she was deter- 
mined. however, “to stick it out” 
and fight the case to the end. 

“IT have hopes.” Countess Cath- 
eart said. “that I shall sleep at the 
Ritz or the Ambassador within the 
next few nights.” 

Her attorneys, she explained, 
bad told her they were confiden: 
ashe would be rcieased on a writ of 
habeas corpus and that Kk might 
take two years for the case to 
reach the United States Supreme 
Court. 

The Countess of Craven left for 
Montreal today to join her hus- 
band, whose elopement five years 
ago with Lady Cathcart is_ the 
cause of the latter's present plight.

The population of the City of Los Angeles, in its upward climb, has reached the figure of 1,265,307. 
This was the official estimate made yesterday by the statistical bureau of the Los Angeles City Directory 
Company, coincident with the issuance of the 1926 City Directory. Figures baseq on the 1925 directory 
The figure is obtained by a mathematical formula regarded as a 
conservative standard throughout the United States. The basie for the estimate is the number of names

listed in the new city directory. 

A total of 662,359 names is liste.t 
in the 1926 drectory. 
figure representing the actual pop- 
ulation of the city, taking into 
consideration the housewives and 
children not liated in the directory. 
the sum of 662,359 is multiplied by 
2.25. 


INCREASE OF 69,963 
Last year thig formula gave an 
estimated population for Los An- 
geles of 1,195,344. There were 
only 631,264 names listed In the 
directory last year. An increase 
of 31,096 tisted names this year 
gives an increase in the estimated 
actua: population of 69,963. 
Officials of the statistical de- 
partment of the directory company 
insist thac their formula of com- 
puting the actual population is ac- 
cepted as conservative by all sta- 
tistica) experts and is in general 
use in metropoli‘an centers 
throughout the country. 

The system used by the direc- 
tory company in obtaining the list 
of names for the directory is re- 
garded as the most thorough em- 
ployed in the country.. Through 
an e@laborats wecheck system, the 
chaneoes for error are minimized. 
The canvass of the city prac- 
tically is made twice. 

First, a canvass is made of the 
business institutions of the city; 
then a canvass is made of the 
residential districts. 

By this means the names of a 
majority of residents of the city 
are obtained twice. When the 
mames are segreczated and  ar- 
ranged alphabetically, the business 
and residential lists are checked. 
In the cases where there are not 
dyplications of names, canvassers 
are sent out to determine that 
there has been no error. 


FEW TRANSIENTS 
In canvassing hotels. only the 
names of permanent guests are 
taken.

HO PAYS? 

When the back of winter was broken 
in the East and the idrst signs of spring 
began to appear the coal strike ended. 
Nearly 160,000 miners went without pay 
checks for twenty-three weeks. Lack of

Then the miners went back to work under 
a socalled five-year contract at the old 
wages. 7 

They lost $150,000,000 in pay. They de 
prived thousands of families of fuel in the 
beart of winter. Such was the sacrifice

Her parliamentary rulings 
and her graceful bearing were such that 
when she left the chair she was greeted 
with a round of applause from the mem- 
bers. 

In this way a California lady was accord- 
ed the higbest official honor given to a 
woman in national councils, and all Amer- 
ican women and all Californians have 
cause for a feeling of pride because ol 
this fact. It was such a mark of reepect 
to womanhood as would tend to justify the 
faith of America in the political gallantry 
of her statesmen and their sense of the 
political equality of women as éxpressed 
by the Nineteenth Amendment. 

There are now three women occupy- 
ing seats in Congress and receiving the 
$10,000 a year and perquisites that go. with 
the office of Representative. It is deemed 
likely that the House's metibership of 435 
never again will be without a woman, but 
whether or not there will hereafter be a 
considerable number of them will depend 
largely upon the records made by the pres- 
ent women meémbers. There are those 
close political observers and critics who 
profess to be disappointed with women as 
national legislators. It is significant that 
the two who were regularly elected and 
served out full terms in Congress were not 
re-elected. Their defeat was no disgrace, 
for many a man has failed of re-election 
to that bedy, even though he fairly repre- 
sented his district.and State, but it is 
charged that these two women did nothing 
to distinguish themselves at Washington 
and were more ornamental than useful as 


Congresswomen. 

Of the three women in Congress Mrs. 
Kahn is the senior. She was credited with 
being the chief adviser of her husband, the 
late Julius Kabn,. for whom she acted as

O HAVE AND TO HOLD 

Justice as administered in different 
States has brought about a paradoxical sit- 
uation in which the Governor of California 
has found it advisable, in the interest of 
law enforcement, to refuse the extradition 
of a criminal wanted in Chicago on & 
charge of murder. The incident is a sad 
comment on the difficulty in convicting a 
criminal firet and in holding him afterward. 

The criminal in-question, Robert B. Scott, 
already serving an eight-year sentence for 
robbery in California, wished to be handed 
over to the Illinois authorities to be tried 
on the more serious count. Under the cir- 
cumstances he was suspiciously eage?. He 
was more than willing to risk his neck in 
Chicago. 

Inquiries set on foot by Gov. Richardson 
divulged the inducement behind the anx- 
lety of the California convict to be tried 
on a capital charge in Illinois. Scott frank- 
ly admitted his belief that he could “beat 
the murder case in Chicago.” A Chicago 
attorney had promised Scott that he would 
be taken from the police on a writ of ha- 
beas corpus as soon as he reached Iilinois. 
It also leaked out that a group of “sob sis- 
ters” had raised a large fund to defeat the 
ends of justice in the Scott murder cage. 

In a message to Gov. Small of Illinois 
Gov. Richardson employs the following em- 
phatic language, “I suggest that you advise 
the State’s Attorney of Chicago of the sus- 
picious action of the prisoner (Scott,) the 
subterranean methods of his attorney in 
Chicago and consider the possibility of his 
conviction, and the policy of keeping him 
in California unti) the ‘sob-sister’ hysteria 
over criminals subsides somewhat in Chi- 
cago.” 

How to clear the machinery of American 
justice from the friction of the criminal 
lawyer and the goo-goo of the sob sister 
becomes every year a more pressing prob- 
lem. Must we some day reach the apoth- 
eosis of crime when the cautious criminal 
will first commit a murder in Chicago be 
fore risking a burglary in California, know- 
ing that if convicted on the latter charge 
he will have a good chance to get off scot- 
free by demanding trial on the former?

| But directly Mr. Hughes cast as- 


persions upon the character of 
George Washington, the whole of 
United States was aroused. 
| That was an intimate and persona! 


on thousands of people rushed to 
the defense of George Was 
ton’s reputation and memory. If 
every newspaper writer received as 
many letters and calls as myself on 
‘the subject, and listened to so 
‘many publie defenses in speeches 
upon the incident, there certainly 
wasn't any doubt left about how 
the people felt about it. 

And I consider that Rupert 
Hughes inadvertently performed a 
great service to Washington and 
the nation. For he stirred vast 
quantities of dumb patriotism into 
fond and active expression. He 
proved conclusively that this is a 
young, virile, ardently patriotic 
country, which has maintained its 
wholesome, earnest enthusiasms, 
and has not grown cynical or blase 
or too cosmopolitan. It proved that 
this nation is not just a lukewarm 
conglomeration of other nations, 
but bas a vital, individual, active 
pride and patriotism of its own. It 
was a gloriously healthy sign of 
definite ideale and loyalties. it 
showed imagination, deep idealism, 
precious understanding, and the 
bump of reverence well developed, 
for our citizenship to rise up in its 
wrath in defense of the name, char- 
acter and precious traditions of the 
father of their country. 

A certain conscientious Christian 
friend of my acquaintance fejt that 
the country was going straight to 
the devil, when Mr. Hughes's opin- 
ion against Christianity created so 
little indignant wrath. And she 
felt it was tragically ironical that 
they should care more about the 
dead but mortal George Washine- 
ton than the living spiritual Christ. 

Yet one can see how the ardent 
Christians would scorn to feel that 
Christ needed defending on such an 
occasion, how the great majority of 
ordinary Christians dread a reli«i- 
ous controversy—and we must 
realize, too, that a great many 
American citizens profess other re- 
ligions. Religion, too, is a specula- 
tive realm in which even those of 
real faith fear to make assertions. 

But when it came to George 
Washington and simple old-fash- 
joned patriotism, they knew just 
where they stood. A beloved na- 
tional hero was being traduced, 
ideals were being shattered, senti- 
ments being outraged. And tha 
chorus of indignation that went up 
was almost a holy thing. 

Mr. Hughes did not do Georges 
Washington any harm, but he did 
do the heart of America a lot cf 
good—there’s nothing so whole- 
some and stimulating as genuine 
righteous indignation. 


Game Preserves on Farm Land 

Ohio now has over 100,000 acres 
in game preserves, mostly in farms 
which have been rented by the
